CAIRO (R) — At least 47 passengers aboard a River Nile ship 
were killed when the vessel caught fire Wednesday on its way 
from Aswan in soul 1 .*rn Egypt to Wadi Haifa in Sudan, eye- 
witnesses said. The witnesses, contacted by telephone from Cairo, 
said 3 1U people including the ship's crew had been rescued so far. 
The ship, which sailed from Aswan on Monday carrying more 
than 600 passengers, caught fire about 300 kilometres south of 
Aswan, the witnesses said. Unconfirmed reports said the ship. 
Ramadan'! U, caught fire when a cooking gas cylinder exploded 
and the flames were spread by the wind. Rescue teams, including 
frogmen, were flown from Cairo to the area by helicopters. The 
official Middle East News Agency said most of the passengers 
were Sudanese.

OIC condemns 
S. African raid 

BAHRAIN (R) — The Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC) said Wednesday South Afr- 
ica’s attack on the Mozambican 
capital Maputo on Monday was 
“an aggression resembling Israel's 
actions in occupied Arab and Pal- 
estinian lands.” In a statement iss- 
ued in Jeddah and carried by the 
Saudi Press Agency, OIC 
Secretary-General Habib Chatti 
urged the major powers to sho- 
ulder their responsibilities tow- 
ards what he called the serious 
threat to peace posed by Sooth 
Africa. 

Shamir to visit 
Brussels next week. 

BRUSSELS (R) — Israeli For- 
eign Minister Yitzhak Shamir will 
visit Brussels next Wednesday to 
try to improve his country's rel- 
ations with the European Eco- 
nomic Community. Israeli off- 
icials said Wednesday. Last June 
the 10-nation community, ang- 
ered by the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon, indefinitely suspended 
the signing of a financial protocol 
with Israel and cancelled a twice- 
yearly meeting on a 1975 coo- 
peration accord. 

Lebanon seeks death 
sentence for 17 

BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon’s mil- 
itary prosecutor sought death sen- 
tences Wednesday for 17 Muslim 
fundamentalists accused of st- 
acking Lebanese troops last 
March. Prison terms ranging from 
six months to three years- were 
requested for 58 other people all- 
eged to have been involved in the 
attacks. The most notable incident 
in the case was when fun- 
damentalists attacked a Lebanese 
army convoy on March 4, killing 
an officer and wounding five men. 

Lagos denies entry 
to Libyan delegation 

LAGOS (R) — Nigeria has ref- 
used entry to an official Libyan 
delegation carrying a message 
from Mu am mar Qadhafi to Pre- 
sident Shehu Shagari because they 
had no visas. Foreign Minister 
Ishaya Audu said Wednesday. He 
told a press conference the Libyan 
delegation arrived at Lagos air- 
port Tuesday unannounced and 
with no visas. “They , spent the 
night sitting in chairs at the air- 
port. then goc back in their plane 
and left." he said. 

UAE lauds 
Bangladesh, India 

ABU DHABI (R) — The United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) said Wed- 
nesday it appreciated the stands of 
Bangladesh and India on the 
33-monlh-old Iran -Iraq war and 
their attitude towards the Middle 
East crisis. The Emirates News 
Agency said UAE Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Rashid 
Abdullah AJ N uaim i conveyed the 
appreciation during separate talks- 
with Bangladesh Foreign Affairs 
Minister A.R. Shams- Ud Doha, 
and Indian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Abu Baker Abdul 
Rahim. 
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Syrians down 
Israeli plane 

BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese security sources 
reported that a Syrian missile shot down a 
pilotless Israeli reconnaissance plane over 
Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley Wednesday. 


The Israelis denied it and rep- 
orted a different aerial incident, a 
bloodless encounter between Isr- 
aeli and Syrian jets over north 
Lebanon. 

A spokesman at Israel's hea- 
dquarters in Lebanon said Syrian 
aircraft tried without success to 
intercept a routine Israeli patrol 
and that all the Israeli aircraft ret- 
urned safely to base. 

The spokesman said Israeli 
flights over Lebanon were con- 
tinuing as usual. 

The security sources described 
the weapon used by the Syr ians 
simply as a“SAM” without saying 
whatkind. The report roused keen 
interest among foreign military 
experts in view of the fact that 
parts of the Bekaa Valley are bel- 
ieved to be in range of the Soviet 
-SAM-5 missiles now installed in 
Syria and manned by Soviet tec- 
hnicians. 

However there was no sug- 
gestion that SAM-5s had been 
involved. _ 

The Israelis also reported that 
two days ago two ground-to-air 
missiles were fired at an Israeli 
helicopter in east Lebanon, where 
Syrian and Israeli forces face each 
other across a narrow no-man's 
land. 

Hie two reported attacks came 
amid mounting fears of Syrian- 
IsraeU conflict in the Bekaa Val- 
ley, where the two countries have 
lens of thousands of combat tro- 
ops. 

Syria has rejected this month's 
Lebanese -I sraeli accord on wit- 
hdrawing foreign forces from 
Lebanon. Israel says its troops will 
stay until Syrian and Palestinian 
forces also leave Lebanon. 

Ob the ground in Lebanon 
more gunfire and kidnappings 
were reported in the Sbouf mou- 


ntains where Druze leftist and 
rightist militias stand in tense con- 
frontation. 

According to Lebanese rightist 
radio, Druze gunmen raked the 
village of Bsaba with heavy sniper 
fire during the morning. 

The radio also reported a res- 
umption of the kidnappings which 
struck fear into Shouf villagers last 
weekend. Several rightists were 
seized from their cars on the road 
from Zahle, a rightist stronghold, 
to Dhour Al Shweir. 

About 150 people were kid- 
napped and 23 of them killed over 
the weekend when Druze and rig- 
htist militias vied with each other 
to abduct as many members of 
rival supporters as they could. 

Most of the victims were rel- 
eased following intervention by 
President Amin Gcmayel but 
some are believed to be still in cap- 
tivity. 

Over the weekend Druze and 
rightist militias went on the ram- 
page against each other, abducting 
about 150 people and killing 23 of 
them. 

On Tuesday night five people 
were killed and 1 7 wounded in art- 
illery battles between rival vil- 
lages. Then came the fragile cea- 
sefire. 

Fears remained high that the 
Druze and the rightists might plu- 
nge into full-scale conflict and 
bring yet another civil war to Leb- 
anon. 

The Falangist radio also rep- 
orted an overnight clash between 
Syrian troops and Israeli occ- 
upation forces at Qab Elias in the 
Bekaa Valley. 

The radio said the two sides 
fought for an hour with mac- 
hineguns. Israeli headquarters 
had no immediate information on 
the clash.

King opens new airport 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Wednesday ina- 
ugurated the Queen Alia Int- 
ernational Airport, one of the big- 
gest projects ever implemented in 
Jordan. 

The King arrived at the airport 
at 4:00 p.m. accompanied by 
Prime Minister Mudar Badran. 
Royal Court Chief Ahmad Al 
Lawzi. Chief Chamberlain Prince 
Ra'd Ibn Zaid. Court Minister 
Amer K-hararaash and Armed 
Forces Commander-ia-Chief 
LL-Gen. Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker. 

Upon his arrival at the site. King 
Hussein was met by Transport 
Minister Ali SuheimaL Alia Pre- 
sident and Board Chairman Ali 
Ghahdour. senior officials from 
the Civil Aviation Authority and 
Alia, the Royal Jordanian Airline. 

At the outset of the ceremoney. 
King Hussein cut the ribbon and 
unveiled a commemorative pla- 
que, thus officially opening the 
airport. 

Transport Minister Ali Suh- 
eiraat made a speech on the occ- 
asion in which he reviewed the 
various stages the project had 
gone through and the plans pre- 


pared for building the airport, loc- 
ated about 30 kilometres south of 
Amman. 

The JD 85-million project. Mr. 
Suheimat said, .was the fruit of 
close cooperation among various 
contractors, officials and gov- 
ernment departments concerned. 

“Jordan's remarkable progress 
in various fields over the past 
years necessitated the presence of 
a modern international airport to 
cope with the long strides in the 
country's social and economic 
development.'' be said. 

Mr. Suheimat also reviewed in 
detail the different stages of the 
implementation of the project, 
including the tender, the designs, 
the contracts and the participation 
of local and foreign firms as well as 
the airport’s area, its runways, 
terminals and various other fac- 
ulties. 

The airport, he said, will make 
Jordan an important centre for 
facilitating the ‘ travel of bus- 
inessmen and tourists to the Arab 
World and other countries.

Salem seeks wider role for UNIFIL 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon wants 
United Nations troops, at present 
in the south, to be able to deploy 
throughout the country. Foreign - 
Minister Elie Salem was quoted as 
saying Wednesday. 

State-run Beirut Radio quoted 
Mr. Salem as saying this at a mee- 
ting Wednesday with the Beirut 
ambassadors of the countries at 
present contributing troops to the 
U.N. Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL). 

The foreign minister’s remarks 
did not clarify what new role he 
foresaw for the U.N. troops, dep- 
loyed in southern Lebanon since 
1978. 

Foreign Ministry sources told 
Reuters later: “The foreign min- 
ister explained how the 
Lebanese-Israeli agreement 
would affect the role of UNIFIL in 
the south and the mode of asking 
for a renewal of its term after the 
withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Lebanon. 

“He also discussed an ame- 
ndment of the UNIFIL mandate 


since it will be deployed thr- 
oughout the whole of Lebanon," 
the sources said. 

UNIFIL sources saidnhe amb- 
assadors themselves were unclear 
as to what role Mr. Salem foresaw 
for the U.N. troops. They were 
getting together Wednesday to 
discuss the meeting with Mr. 
Salem, the sources said. 

. “Everyone's running around 
like chickens with their heads cut 
off,” one diplomat said. 

The commander of UNIFIL 
forces, Lt.-Gen. William Cal- 
laghan, attended the meeting, a 
UNIFIL spokesman said. 

The U.N. Security Council set 
up the UNIFIL in 1 978 and sent it 
to southern Lebanon to help keep 
the peace after an Israeli invasion. 

They have been there since. 
When the Israelis launched a full- 
scale invasion of Lebanon last 
June, the UNIFIL troops stayed in 
their positions and kept out of the 
way. 

The Lebanese-Israeli troop 
withdrawal accord signed on May 


17, but which cannot be imp- 
lemented unless Syrian and Pal- 
estinian forces also puD out of 
Lebanon, states that the Lebanese 
government can ask the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council to station a UNIFIL 
unit in the Sidon area of South 
Lebanon. 

Such a unit would help the Leb- 
anese army to maintain the sec- 
urity of Palestinian refugee camps 
in the area, the agreement says. 

Wednesday’s reported sta- 
tement by the foreign minister, 
however, was the first public men- 
tion of a wider role for the U.N. 
troops. 

There has been widespread spe- 
culation here that Lebanon might 
ask foreign peacekeeping forces to 
patrol the troubled Shouf mou- 
ntains behind Beirut if the Israelis 
eventually pull out. But such spe- 
culation has centred not on the 
U.N. forces but on a separate 
U.S., French, Italian and British 
peace-keeping force at present in 
Beirut. 


Iraq offers Iran accord 
to end civilian shellings 


BAGHDAD (R> — Iraq Wed- 
nesday offered Iran a limited agr- 
eement under U.N. supervision to 
end the shelling of towns and vil- 
lages on both sides to prevent civ- 
ilian casualties in the Gulf war. 

Iraqi deputy prime minister and 
foreign minister, Tareq Aziz, said 
in a statement to the Iraqi News 
Agency that Baghdad was ready 
to sign a “special peace accord” 
with Iran to end the shelling of 
towns and villages and protect civ- 
ilians. 

He said' Iraq was also prepared 
to accept U.N. observers on both 
sides of the border to ensure adh- 
erence to the agreement. 

Each side has accused the other 
of attacking inhabited areas and 
causing civilian casualties during 
the 33-momh-old war. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross in Geneva also 
accused Iran and Iraq of ind- 


U.S. says Saudis have limited influence 


WASHINGTON (R) — Saudi 
Arabia is a key factor in the Mid- 
dle East but it cannot force Syria 
to accept the Israeli-Lebanese 
withdrawal agreement, a senior 
State Department official said 
Tuesday. 

“The Saudis are vfery important, 
but they are not in a position to 
dictate to Syria,* 1 Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Nicholas Veliotes 
told a House of Representatives 
subcommittee. 

He was responding to corn- 
' meats from Democrats Sidney 
Yates of-Ulinois and Charles Wil- 
son of Texas, who said they tho- 


ught Saudi Arabia was the key to 
peace in the Middle East because 
It offers financial support to sev- 
eral Arab states. 

Mr. Veliotes said the United 
States was hopeful Syria would 
agree to withdraw its troops from 
Lebanon, but thought U.S. Mar- 
ines would have to remain in Leb- 
anon for at least another year as 
part of a multinational pea- 
.cekeeping force. 

“ If you ask me if 1 expect to see 
those troops in Lebanon a year 
from now, my answer is yes,” Mr. 
Veliotes said. 

Mr. Wilson criticised Saudi 


Arabia for not giving more sup- 
port to the U.S. Middle East peace 
plan, adding: “ 1 think it’s a case of 
(Saudi Arabia) just not having any 
nerve.” 

Mr. Veliotes disagreed saying 
the Saudis were trying to help but 
were being cautious. 

Mr. Veliotes urged the sub- 
committee to support the Reagan 
administration's foreign aid req- 
uests for the Middle East, the 
Near East and South Asia. He said 
the administration would accept 
additional aid for Israel if other 
aid were not cut.

BRUSSELS (R) —The European 
Economic Community called for a 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from Lebanon Wednesday and 
supported efforts by Lebanese 
President Amin Gemayefs to res- 
tore his country's sovereignty. 

West German Foreign Minister 


Hans-Dietrich Genscher, in his 
capacity as current community 
president, described the May 17 
' Lebanese agreement with Israel as 
a step towards the withdrawal of 
foreign troops. 

The agreement calls for a" wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli forces which 


invaded Lebanon last year. 

Mr. Genscher said the com-* 
m unity fully supported effons to 
achieve a complete withdrawal of 
all foreign troops which were not 
in Lebanon at the request of its 
government. * 


KHARTOUM (R) — The “Nile 
Valley Parliament” set up under 
an integration pact between Egypt 
and Sudan held its first session 
Wednesday with Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak urging 
Arab countries to take a more act- 
ive role in solving their problems. 

Addressing a joint inaugural 
session he said: “Let us not wait 
for others to take decisions for us. 
We must face the challenges our- 
selves and take the initiative in 
solving our problems." 

Mr. Mubarak who is here for 
the 14th anniversary of President 
Jaafar Numeiri's bloodless coup, 
said, “the challenges we are facing 
today are whether we exist or per- 
ish." 

' The Middle East should not be a 
zone of foreign influence, he said, 
adding, “We must have control 
rover the interests of our people 
.away from disputes and amb- 
itions.” 

Mr. Mubarak attended Tuesday 
the ceremony at which Mr. Num- 


eiri was sworn in for a third six- 
year term as president. 

Addressing the parliament one 
of three bodies set up under last 
years integration pact, Mr. Num- 
eiri said it should "take initiatives 
and decision to promote the ties 
between our two nations.” 

The 120-member house has 60 
representatives from each cou- 
ntry. 

President Numeiri con- 
centrated in his speech on the var- 
ious aspects of the economic, pol- 
itical and social integration bet- 
ween the two countries. 

Later the two leaders drove in 
an open car through the capital to 
cheering crowds. Mr. Mubarak’s 
three-day visit to Sudan came only 
days after 70 southern mutineers 
were killed when the army cru- 
shed a military rebellion. 

Mr. Numeiri said Tuesday the 
rebellion had had to be dealt with 
forcefully as the security of Sudan 
could be maintained only if gov- 
ernment orders were obeyed.

DAMASCUS (R) — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat has imposed 
a blockade on rebel Palestinian 
officers and men in eastern Leb- 
anon lo rry to end a revolt wiihout 
resorting to force, a senior Arafat 
aide said Wednesday. 

Five officers of the mainstream 
Fateh commando group have ref- 
used to obey orders, to press dem- 
ands for a tougher political and 
military line. The revolt has so far 
been peaceful. 

Khalil Al Wazir (Abu Jihad). 
Mr. Arafat' stop military aide, told 
Reuters that Mr. Arafat and the 
leadership of Fateh had cut off 
food, fuel and pay to the rebels. 

Blaming Libyan leader M ua- 
di mar Qadhafi for instigating and 
backing the rebellion. Mr. Wazir 
added: "Let them get their sal- 
aries from Qadhafi." 

Libya, has attacked Mr. Ara- 
fat's moderate policies and has 
been encouraging the rebellion in 
almost daily statements by the off- 
icial Libyan news agency JANA. 

Mr. Arafat was quoted Wed- 
nesday as saying the mutineers 
numbered only around 15<> men. 
The total number of Palestinian 
forces in Lebanon is estimated by 
Western diplomats in Beirut as 
6.000 or more. 

The Palestinians, who withdraw 
from Beirut after last summer's 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon, are 
behind Syrian lines in the north 
and east of the country. 

Lebanese newspapers Wed- 
nesday quoted Mr. Arafat, head of 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). as telling foreign 


journalists in eastern Lebanon 
that a radical Palestinian splinter 
group led by Abu Nidai. with 
about 55 men, had joined the rev- 
olt in Fateh, the biggest Pal- 
estinian commando group. 

Abu Nidai' s group claimed res- 
ponsibility for the murder in Por- 
tugal last month of Issam Sartawi. 
an adviser to Mr. Arafat. It is sus- 
pected of involvement in other 
murders of Pro-Arafat Pal- 
estinians as well as attacks on Jew- 
ish targets in Europe. 

Commenting on the revolt. Mr. 
Arafat . was quoted in Wed- 
nesday's Lebanese press as saying: 
“The head of ibis problem is Oad- 
hafi." 

The Central Committee of 
Fateh continued a meeting in 
Damascus Wednesday to discuss 
what action to take against the 
mutineers if the peaceful blockade 
fails. Palestinian sources said. 

The committee, made up of 1 3 
members, was likely to make rec- 
ommendations for approval wit- 
hin the next week or so by Fateh s 
Revolutionary Council of more 
than 7n members, the sources 
said. 

Mr. Arafat was believed to be 
attending Wednesday's meeting.

AMMAN — Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) forces sta- 
tioned in the Beka'a Valley in 
Lebanon will not withdraw unless 
asked by the Lebanese parties 
opposed to the withdrawal agr- 
eement recently signed between 
Lebanon and Israel, a Palestinian 
official said here Wednesday. This 
came as a reply to claims made by 
Fateh rebel officers in the Beka'a 
that the leadership was paving the 
way for a Palestinian withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 

Lebanese forces opposed the 
agreement include the Lebanese 
communists, the Progressive Soc- 
ialist Party, the pro-Syrian Ba'ath- 
ists. Lhe National Syrian Party, 
former Lebanese President Sul- 
eiman Franjieh and former Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami. 

Mr. Imad Shakour, political 
advisor to PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat, told the Jordan Times that 
the recent “rebellion" within 
Fateh did not stem from political 
or ideological difference but is ins- 
tigated by Libya. 


“The rebellion is financed by 
Libya and aims at causing a split 
within Fateh, the backbone of the 
PLO,” he said. 

Mr. Shakour, who is on a pri- 
vate visit to Jordan, said “The 
Libyan objective to split Fateh has 
failed", and denied reports that 
the leaders of “the peaceful mut- 
iny” enjoy the support of one third 
of the Palestinian forces in the 
Beka'a Valley. 

The dissent, which is led by two 
Fateh military leaders. Abu Musa 
and Abu Kamal Al Amle. and a 
former Fateh political leader 
Nimer Saleh (Abu Saleh), was 
apparently triggered by military 
appointments that were made by 
Mr. Arafat recently. 

Mr. Arafat appointed Ahmad 
Attallah (Abu Hajim) as the 
commander of Fateh forces in 
Lebanon and Haj Ismail as the 
commander of the northern reg- 
ion. Both men are accused by the 
rebels of having fled their posts 
during the Israeli invasion of Let?-, 
anon last June. The rebels were 
reportedly quoted as describing.

several cases of murder or man- 
slaughter. committed by Israeli 
settlers against Palestinians on the 
occupied West Bank. 

Shulamh Aloni. a former cab- ■ 
met minister who now heads a fac- 
tion of the opposition Labour 
Party. . told the Knesset (par- 
liament) she had documentary 
evidence that the government had 
ignored systematic violations of 
the law by settlers. 

She said former Defence Min- 
ister Ariel Sharon had lent per- 
sonal protection to Israeli “mur- 
derers and vandals” by ensuring 
their activities were never inv- 
estigated, or if they were, that they 
went unpunished. 

“For four years many cases of 
murder or manslaughter, van- 
dalism and destruction of pro- 
perty, lawbreaking and mis- 
treatment of local residents has 
gone on, all this under the pro- 
tection of the man who was def- 
ence minister (Sharon).” 


“I can prove the government 
knew of these acts. In some cases, 
it choose to ignore them, in others 
to grant them retroactive app- 
roval.” Ms. Aloni added. 

Defence Minister Moshe 
Arens, replying for the gov- 
ernment, did not answer to Ms. 
Aloni’ s accusations but said he 
would not allow individuals. Jew- 
ish or Arab, to take the law into 
their own hands. 

Ms. Aloni demanded that a sec- 
ret report on crimes committed by 
West Bank settlers be given to the - 
Knesset law committee for dis- 
cussion. 

The report was compiled by a 
commute chaired by Deputy Att- 
orney General Yehudit Karp and 
submitted to the justice minister 
last May. 

Its existence became known to 
the public after Mr. Karp resigned 
from the commiitee earlier this 
month, complaining that no action 
had been taken on its findings in 
the 1 1 months since the report was 
submitted.

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An empathic eye brings Akuz’s photography alive

AMMAN — It takes quite a while 
to realise exactly why one likes, in 
a very positive kind of way, the 
phoiographic work of Osman 
Akuz now on show at the Jordan 
Intercontinental Hotel. Its not 
because they are technically good 
lor they are not composed or lit 
any better than many of the prints 
exhibited by other photographers, 
both amateur and professional, 
already this year in Amman. It can 
not be the subject matter — flo- 


wers, landscapes, sunsets, bed- 
ouins. animals — for they are cer- 
tainly not new either. 

Then gradually as Akuz's ima- 
ges continue to play on your mind, 
it begins to dawn on you why his 
work is different and so appealing, 
it is because Akuz makes you rea- 
lise there was a person behind the 
lens that took these pictures, a 
person who really liked his sub- 
jects. feit for them, laughed with 
them. In place of the cool dis- 
passionate eye that sees eve- 
rything in terms of whether it 
would make a good photograph or 


not there was an eye who liked 
what it saw for what it was, not 
because it reflected the light well 
or was caught off guard. Because 
Akuz really felt for the old man 
who could not afford the delicous 
looking chickens as they turned, 
cooked and sizzled temptingly 
behind the plate glass, you felt for 
him too, and because of this the 
photograph appeals on a deeper 
level than if it was just admired it 
for its spontaneity, its off centre 
composition and the contrast it 
captures of ragged coat with the 
smooth gleam of glass and the

these appointments as "a reward 
for cowardice". 

Mr. Shakour explained that 
after the war in Lebanon a military 
committee was set up to inv- 
estigate these charges as well as to 
study the whole military situation 
during the war. "The committee 
will submit a report of its findings 
to the Higher Military Council in 
Fateh which is expected to give its 
final verdict on the matter", he 
said. 

Mr. Shakour severely criticised 
the way the rebels opted to exp- 
ress their protests over the app- 
ointments and stressed that it is a 
matter restricted to the Higher 
Military Council. "There are 
many channels through which 
they could voice their objections. 
Instead they chose to surpass the 
organisational framework of 
Fateh and fall in the laps of an 
Arab regime which in itself con- 
stitute a dangerous precedent,” he 
said. 


The appointments, however, 
were not the only issues protested 
by the rebels. In a statement iss- 
ued earlier this week, they waged 
a full scale attack on the Fateh 
leadership's policies and political 
moves. The dissidents accused the 
leadership of “squandering 
money on festivals and meetings 
that have no purpose.” The sta- 
tement also charged the leaders of 
"plunging in to a vortex of peace 
plans” and strongly condemned 
meetings with "Zionists” and rec- 
ent contacts with Egypt. Leaders 
of the rebellion were quoted as 
saying thai their movement not a 
“sessionist” but aims at the cor- 
rection of “the deviation" pra- 
ctised by the Fateh leadership. 

Mr. Shakour reiterated the 
Fateh leadership's commitment to 
resolutions adopted at the Pal- 
estine National Council (PNC) in 
Algiers last February. *'We-shall 
not accept any settlement that inf- 
ringes upon the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people, inc- 


luding their right to establishing 
an independent Palestinian state,” 
he said. Furthermore, Mr. Sha- 
kour said, “the PLO is the ally of 
Lebanese progressive movement 
and will abide by any decision by 
the movement. Therefore PLO 
forces will not withdraw from the 
Beka'a unless they are asked by 
the Lebanese national movement. 
And if the decision of the Leb- 
anese progressives was to fight, 
the PLO forces will fight on their 
side,” Mr. Shakour said. 

Fateh, Mr. Shakour pointed 
out, has always witnessed “dif- 
ferences among its political wings 
but not "disagreements.” These 
"differences should be resolved 
through democratic dialogue and 
not mutiny”, he sai$l. 

Since itsiaeSption in 1965, 
Fateh tfie Palestine National 
„Libefation Movement did not 
claim the adoption of a definite 
political ideology; thus accepting 
Palestinians from all wings of the 
political spectrum. Mr. Shakour,

piece of cardboard pierced on a 
long stick. But the photograph has 
been taken with such tenderness 
that even the old lady's feelings 
would not be hurt if she caught us 
smiling at it. 

Then there is the old Muslim 
preparing for prayer washing his 
gnarled feet with the remains of a 
bottle of water. The pleasam coo- 
lness of the water washing the dust 
away, of his white clothes and of 
the shade in which he sits is emp- 
hasised by his chosen sur- 
roundings — a fine old arched 


niche carved in the living warmth 
of the red rock. 

Akuz has also caught some very 
atmospheric skies, but the best of 
his landscapes must be his 'Wadi 
Rum', which is a subtle study of 
opposites. The rough red solidity 
of the mountains contrasts with 
the delicate transparency of the 
wafer thin moon, whose pale disc 
rises fragiley in the impenetrable 
blue triangle of the clear sky. 

One or two of Aku^s flower 
studies also work well, particularly 
the more linear ones like “Inf- 
inite”.and “Smooth" which seem 


to thrust upwards with an inner 
dynamism, but the most successful 
is' Fair. Here Akuz has caught the 
essence of autumn, not as felt here 
in Jordan but of a more temperate 
climate. The bare branches of the 
stark trees are reflected in a pool 
of water in whose depths lie layer 
upon layer of golden leaves, this 
latter creating a three dimensional 
effect that is particularly striking. 

Very few of the 48 prints fail to 
make the grade — one or two not 
working because they are rather 
traditional shots saying nothing 


very new (Akuz see ms to have rea- 
lised this b he has entitled one 
‘Classical Istanbul*) and a few 
others because they have not been 
printed very wefl. These do not 
however detract from the fact that

Musa, had been deceived by Libya 
into turning against the Fateh lea- 
dership. 

Arafat aides in Damascus said 
they were confident the revolt was 
being stemmed. They said that of 
200 men who defected with Col. 
Wasef Ureiqat (Abu Raad) from 
southern Syria. 150 had returned 
to the mainstream line. 

The rebels were said to be gri- 
eved because Mr. Arafat, as Pal- 
estinian commander- in -chief, had 
•promoted officers deemed by the 
rebels to have performed badly 
during the Israeli invasion of Leb- 
anon last year. 

Rebel demands 

The rebel officers also indicated 
they wanted the leadership of 
Fateh and the PLO to shun Pre- 
sident Reagan’s Middle East 
peace plan and to pledge to keep 
Palestinian fighters in Lebanon 


where they could attack Israel. 

Mr. Arafat had previously given 
vague indications that he would 
pull his men out of Lebanon if 
Syria did the same. 

Syrian refusal to do so is pre- 
venting Lebanon and Israel from 
implementing an agreement, sig- 
ned on May 1 7, for the withdrawal 
of Israeli troops since Israel dem- 
ands a parallel Syrian and Pal- 
estinian pullout. 

Independent Palestinian sou- 
rces in Damascus said Mr. Arafat 
appeared to have granted about 
80 per cent of the rebels’ dem- 
and^ particularly on the political 
side by talking rougher and att- 
acking the Lebanon-Israel accord 
and the Reagan plan. 

On the military side, he app- 
eared to have restricted tbe mov- 
ements of two controversial off- 
icers, Hajj Ismail and Abu Hajim, 
whom the rebels apposed. 

The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA monitored in Beirut, rep- 
orted that the Fateh Central 
Committee had discussed “the 


danger that the Lebanese- Israeli 
agreement represents to the area 
as a whole and the means to con- 
front it.” 

The committee took measures 
to confront "repression and ter- 
rorism” against Palestinian ref- 
ugees in southern Lebanon and 
Beirut, WAFA said. 

Also discussed were “the act- 
ivities of* joint forces behind 
enemy fines and the need to inc- 
rease these actions,” it added. 

This was apparently a reference 
to attacks on Israeli forces by gro- 
ups believed to be either Pal- 
estinians or their leftist Lebanese 
allies. 

The Nicosia-based news agency 
said such a group had attacked an 
Israeli patrol with automatic wea- 
pons Wednesday near Shweifat, 
south of Beirut, killing or wou- 
nding a number of Israelis. 

Three Israelis were wounded in 
a separate attack Wednesday aft- 
ernoon on an Israeli patrol in the 
Aqibiyeh area of southern Leb- 
anon. the agency reported.

The conference will discuss a wide spectrum of subjects connected 
with the supply of drinking water from now until the end of 1 990, and 
ways of protecting citizens from infectious diseases that are caused by 
polluted water, such as typhoid, cholera, hepatitis, polio and dys- 
entery.

He told the Jordan Times that heahh specialists from Jordan, the 
Arab Health Council and WHO will discuss the proper means of 
establishing sewer networks and installing sanitary facilities thaL

water pollution in line with the WHO guidelines and objectives, Dr.

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Where to with Lebanon? 


1'HE observation of a journalist who recently saw the 
Arabs split into three different camps over the 
Lebanese- Israeli withdrawal is. more or less, accurate. 
Indeed, there are three main arguments in the Arab 
World today concerning the accord. 

The first, that of the Syrians and the Libyans, says that 
th; agreement is a ‘'sell out” and “another Camp 
David The second, held mainly by Egypt, hails the deal 
as an accomplishment and wants it implemented as qui- 
ckly as possible. And there is the third argument, which is 
not clear at all but nevertheless one that is held by the rest 
of the Arab World; this third Arab bloc, presumably led 
by Saudi Arabia and possibly including Jordan and Iraq, 
would like to see the agreement implemented although 
not at all cost and despite the fact that not all of its 
provisions are satisfactory to the Arabs. 

One way out of the dilemma would be to convince Syria 
that it cannot be more Lebanese than the Lebanese the- 
mselves and to respect Lebanon's wish for a Syrian wit- 
hdrawal, prov iding that Syria's security is assured. Adm- 
ittedly, all other possibilities are hard to imagine. 

It seems that Saudi Arabia is the only Arab force that 
can move the Syrians from their present “rejectkmist” 
stance. And although the Saudis have been ruling out 
pressure on Syria to lessen its opposition to the agr- 
eement. they seem to be trying quiet diplomacy with the 
Syrians towards this end. 

The success of these Saudi attempts depends on a num- 
ber of factors connected with the Arab situation and 
international balance in general; and in this regard there 
will be many things to be said and done before the final 
' outcome on the Lebanese problem can be known. 

* Until something happens, the Arab masses in “har- 

* dime” and “moderate” Arab states alike will once again 
be left to wait and guess what their leaders will decide. 

For now. however, these masses remain confused, and, 
more than all others, bewildered by Arab politics: do we 
really need a split in Arab ranks to save Lebanon?

Bekaa Valley seems calm

SHTOURA, Lebanon — Despite i 
talk of war, Lebanon’s Bekaa Val-! 
ley has a strangely calm atm-! 
osphere and the Syrian and Israeli 
armies seem to be good nei- 
ghbours, at least for the moment. [ 

Tens of thousands of Israeli, 
Syrian and Palestinian forces are 
entrenched in the red earth of the 
flat-bottomed valley, which runs 
between the snow-flecked mou- 
ntains of the Syrian border and the 
central Lebanese highlands. 

Israel has agreed to pull its tro- 
ops out of Lebanon as long as the 
Syrians also withdraw. But Dam- 


ascus has refused to accept the 
terms of a Lobanese-^sraeli accord 
signed under U.$. .auspices this 
month. 

In some places a mere 1 00 met- 
res separates the Syrian T-72 
tanks from Israeli armour across 
no-man’s land. Both sides have a 
bird 1 s eye view of the enemy from 
'their mountain slopes, virtually 
ruling out any surprise moves. 

Some guns visible from main 
roads still have their covers on, 
and neither side is mentioning any 
firing — apparently both are still 
keen to keep the situation under 
control. 

The front line winds for about 
30 kilometres through the lush 
farmland and stone-built villages, 
-just south of the tattered town of 


Sbtoura on the Beirut-Damascus 
highway. 

On the Syrian side of the line, 
the towns are thronged with Syr- 
ian commandos in striking red and 
green camouflage. 

Soviet-built military vehicles 
ply back and forth along the road 
to Damascus in a steady stream. 

Fields which once grew veg- 
etables are packed wit dug- in Syr- 
ian tanks, artillery and trucks. In 
every orchard, Palestinian com- 
mandos seem to be lounging in the 
shade of the ripening cherries. 

But Syrian forces are reported 
to have banned commandos from 
raiding Israeli front-line positions 
for fear of Israeli retaliation.

two reporters asking to see Pal- 
estinian commandos: 

“You won’t find any com- 
mandos up ahead. We don’t allow 
them to come au£ further than 
this.” 

In the bomb scarred main street 
of Shtoura, Syrian soldiers seem 
intern only on foraging for food or 
stocking up on consumer goods -- r 
rare in Socialist Syria — to take 
home on leave. 

Brightly-dressed Lebanese girls 
stroll hand in hand down the pot- 
. holed roads in the afternoon. 

The Lebanese seem to be taking 
Jt all in their stride. 

“Its been like this for the past 
eight years.” said a local hotelier, 
referring to the 1975-76 civil war 
which ended when Syrian troops 


entered to keep the peace. “We 
are used to it.” 

Though his hotel is empty he is 
still hoping Syrian and Israeli tro- 
ops will withdraw bv the summer- 
in time to catch some of the tou- 
rists who used to flock there. 

An Israeli plane flies high ove- 
rhead on a routine reconnaissance 
mission, not drawing any fire. “At 
least they are not bombing us — 
yet," he shrugs- 

For the time being, both sides 
are only waging a war of words, 
reminiscent of the Bekaa missile 
crisis of 1981 when Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin vowed 
to destroy Syrian surface-to-air 
missiles in the valley.

Adams, stressing that he does 
not speak for IRA, said he opp- 
osed sectarian killings and civilian 
casualties. “I don’t believe that 
killing Protestants or bombings 
that kill civilians have any part to 
play in the political struggle.' 
Now-combatants should not be 
singled out as targets," he said. 

But security officials and sou- 
rces close to the IRA expect that 
once the election is over, the gue- 
rrillas’ sectarian headhunting of 
members of the predominantly 
Protestant polcie force and Ule- 
ster Defence Regiment will go on. 

The IRA considers these “leg- 
itimate targets.” 

The new mood galvanizing Sinn 
Fein is epitomised by the mov- 
ement's headquarters in Belfast's 
falls road, a killing ground in Nor- 
thern Ireland’s 1 1 years of sec- 
tarian bloodshed.

China: Birth control is a duty 
under amended constitution

Chinese ririzeas have become foe 
first in the world to have a con- 
stitutional duly to practise family 
planning. 

This fact emerges from a study 
of the new constitution approved 
in December i9H 2 by the National 
People's Congress. This refers to 
birth control - as a fun dam ental 
duty of the Chinese people and 
may provide the basts for a family 
planning law which would make it 
easier to enforce compliance. 

The context of this significant 
development is Article 49 which 
also offers protection for mar-. 
riage- the family, mothers and chi- 
ldren and prohibits the mal- 
treatment of old people or the vio- 
lation of the freedom to marry. 

The article appears in the sec- 
tion of the constitution which 
deals with the fundamental rights 
and duties of citizens.. It also pre- 
scribes the reciprocal duties of 
parents and children: of parents to, 
rear and educate their children; of 
children who have come of age to 
support and assist their parents. 

There is a further reference to 
family planning in the section of 
the Constitution devoted to gen- 


eral principles. This explains that 
the state is promoting family pla- 
nning in order to achieve pop- 
ulation growth in balance with 
economic and social development 
plans.

A question of standards 


Italy: Campaign’s success worries economists

ROME — A 28-year battle aga- 
inst the law, the church and tra- 
dition to promote birth control in 
Catholic Italy finally -seems to be 
paying off for Luigi de Marchi, 
founder of the country’s Planned 
Parenthood Association. 

Recent fignres show only 
600,000 children were bom in 
1982, after a peak of one million 
in 1964. Italy’s birth rate is now 
among the lowest in the ind- 
ustrialised world. 

Mr. de Marchi* a social psy- 
chologist and writer, directs his 
birth control campaign from mod- 
est offices a short bus ride from the 
Vatican, where Pope John Paul 
has maintained the church’s total 
opposition to contraception. 

After founding foe planned 
parenthood association in 1955, 
Mr. de Marchi fought 15 charges 
for breaking Fascist-era laws ban- 


ning birth control. Finally he won 
their abolition by the supreme 
cdnrt in 1971, opening the way for 
contraceptive sales. 

The association's advertising 
methods include popular “photo 
novels" in which famous actors 
solve everyday problems through 
birth control, saying: “once peo- 
ple made little iove and a lot of 
children . We young people want 
few children and a lot of love.” 

’* People usually single out Third 
World countries as being dan- 
gerous hotbeds of over- 
population. but we should look 
closer to borne. Europe’s pop- 
ulation crisis is now making itself 
felt," Mr. de Marchi told Reuters 
in an interview. 

“Italy has an average of 294 
people per square kilometre, aga- 
inst about 85 in China and seven in 
Brazil. And even this is nothing 
when you compare our use of res- 
ources,” he said. 

An average Italian consumes 


and poDutes about 50 times as 
much as an average Indian, so 
Italy’s population of 57 million 
has the same effect as 2 -5 billion 
Indians would have, Mr. de Mar- 
chi said. 

“The population of Europe 
grew beyond its resources 200 to 
300 years ago. We had to look 
abroad for cheap raw materials 
and later cheap energy, to feed foe 
manufacturing industries which 
kept people in work." 

“When space became cramped, 
we fought wars. Mussolini’s Afr- 
ican adventures and Hitler’s Leb- 
ensraum push east were both int- 
ended to find room to live." he. 
said. 

“But we no longer fight wars in 
Europe, the great European emi- 
gration is over and the European 
Community is now the most den- 
sely populated part of the world 
outside Java and southern Japan,” 
Mr. de Marchi said. 


“Our hidden population pro- 
blem became apparent when ene- 
rgy stopped being cheap 10 years 
ago, so thank goodness the birth 
rate is falling," he added. 

But foe latest population sta- 
tistics prompted a panic reaction 
from the economic weekly H 
Mondo, which published them in a 
cover story captioned: “Alarm: 
have more children." 

The magazine warned its rea- 
ders that foe fall in population 
could block Italy’s economic dev- 
elopment and deprive the country 
of foe dynamism and innovation it 
needs. 

Among industrialised nations, 
only Swiss, Danish and West 
German women have fewer chi- 
ldren than the average of 1 .56 per 
Italian woman, or 1 1 live births for 
every 1,000 people, according to 
the statistics. 

Italy's birth rate is lowest in the 
rich industrial north. In an ext- 


reme case, foe port city of Trieste 
has three deaths for every baby 
bom. 

The national population com- 
mittee, which reports to par- 
liament, says Italy is well behind 
other countries such as France and 
West Germany in providing fam- 
ily benefits. 

Today’s lower birth rate means 
there will be fewer workers to 
support more pensioners in foe 
future, II Mondo warns. 

Now there are 44 pensioners for 
every 100 workers in foe centre 
and north of Italy, but the number 
will rise to 51 pensioners by foe 
year 2001 and to 68 by 202 1 , says 
OrneUo Vitali, Professor of Eco- 
nomic Statistics at Rome Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. de Marchi said those ratios' 
assumed people would continue to 
be forced into early retirement 
and that women would still be exc- 
luded from many types of work. 


Jordanian industrialists com- 
plained during a recent sem- 
inar on industries that the spe- 
cifications of Jordanian ind- 
ustrial products are of too high 
a standard to be competetive 
with other commodities in the 
Gulf markets. They said Jor- 
danian products should have a 
higher price than those pro- 
duced in Hong Kong, Sin- 
gapore, Taiwan or Korea due 
to their superior quality. 

It was said that consumers 
and distributors in some cou- 
ntries prefer Japanese heaters 
with tin tanks to Jordanian 
ones with copper tanks, reg- 
ardless of the fact that foe tank 
of the first wears out in a year’s 
time. It is only the cheaper 
price that makes the dif- 
ference.

made him believe that there is a 
general tendency to cling to 
present high specifications of 
Jordanian products regardless 
of losses on a short-term basis, 
and due to estimates that qua- 
lity will hopefully persuade 
consumers in foreign and Arab 
markets that it is better in tbe 
long run to seek a better pro- 
duct regardless of price. 

I believe that export pro- 
ducts should be subject to mar- 
ket considerations, and be 
made to specifications that suit 
the consumer and distributor 
requirements in the importing 
market. 

There is a certain demand 
for high-quality, and con- 
sequently high-priced, com- 
modities. There is also a dif- 
ferent demand for low-priced 
commodities, which should 
certainly be at the expense of 
quality. It is foe Jordanian exp- 
orter who should decide what 
kind of demand he means to 
satisfy. If the majority of imp- 


orters ask for certain spe- 
cifications. it would be illogical 
to stick to undesirable pro- 
duction specifications simply 
because it is felt that they suit 
foe consumer better. That sho- 
uld be left for the consumer 
himself to decide. 

American, German or 
French products should noL be 
the example to follow for Jor- ' 
danian industries. Products of 
Taiwan, Korea, Philippines 
and Singapore, which have 
invaded foe world markets, 
should be taken as a good exa- 
mple. If foe Abu Dhabi dis- 
tributor prefers not to have the 
“made in Jordan" label on our 
products, it remains, his right 
which we should take into acc- 
ount.

In the next game the fiery New 
Yorker contested a call which 
went against him and asked for 
tournament referee Jacques Dor- 
fman.

EEC ministers discuss Spain, Portugal 


BRUSSELS (R) — European 
Economic Community (EEC) agr- 
iculture ministers begin a two-day 
meeting here Wednesday to try to 
settle sharp differences over farm 
policy holding up negotiations on 
Spanish and Portuguese mem- 
bership in the iu-naiion bloc. 

Diplomats are pessimistic that 
much progress will be made dur- 
ing the talks since the members 
are divided between the southern 
producing states. Prance. Italy and 
Greece, and the northern imp- 
orting states. West Germany. Bri- 
tain and the Netherlands. 

The issues dividing the nations 
are trade in Mediterranean 
products— fruits, vegetables and 
olive oil— which Spain produces in 
huge quantities. 

France. Italy and Greece are 
worried that Spanish membership 
will produce undue competition 
for their own farmers and so want 


assurances of greater protection 
and higher prices. 

The northern countries arc 
keen to keep cost of produce from 
rising so their consumers do not 
have to pay the price of Spanish 
and Portuguese membership. 
They are concerned that farm 
spending is getting out of control. 

Currently. Spain accounts for 
between half and 90 per cent of 
the community's imports of fruits 
and vegetables and member states 
are concerned that once it bec- 
omes a member it will greatly inc- 
rease its production. 

Spain is also the world's largest 
producer ol olive oil. It consumes 
most of what it produces but this is 
partly due to protect ionisi mea- 
sures there which lorbid the imp- 
ort of all edible oils.

OAPEC meets 
in Damascus 


DAMASCUS (Rt - Ministers 
from Arab oil-exponing countries 
met in Damascus Wednesday to 
discuss oil-related issues and one 
senior minister said “no one is 
cheating" on recent OPEC moves 
to tighten the glutted world crude 
market. 

Officials from the Ill-member 
Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC) 
said one of the ministers' briefs 
would be to coordinate oil policy 
but it was unlikely any decisions 
on pricing or production would be 
taken. 

Hie Kuwaiti-based OAPEC is 
responsible for several joint ven- 
tures among members states but 
leaves controversial issues to the 
13-member OPEC (the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) which includes major 
non-Arab exporters. 

United Arab Emirates Oil Min- 
ister Mana Said Al Oteiba told 
Reuters before the meeting began 
in a Damascus hotel that the oiL 
maricet was “positive and fir- 
ming." 

r Everybody is respecting their 
quotas and official prices. There is 
no cheating”, he said. 

Asked if this applied to all 
members of OPEC including Iran, 
he replied "yes". 

In March OPEC fixed a max- 
imum output ceiling of 1 7 million 
barrels a day and trimmed its 


“marker" price to S2‘> a barrel to 
stem falling prices. 

OAPEC officials said that dur- 
ing their one-day session the min- 
isters were expected in approve a 
study on building a dry dock in 
Algeria. 

They would also discuss rules 
lor an OAPEC judicial board to 
resolve disputes among members. 
The last ministerial meeting in 
Kuwait in November tailed to 
approve the rules alter a wrangle 

between Iraq and Syria — long- 
term Arab rivals — over Syria's 
closure of a pipeline running thr- 
ough its territory from Iraq to the 
.Mediterranean. 

Oil ministers Irom Kuwait. Alg- 
eria. the L'AE. Libya. Syria and 
Bahrain were present at the mee- 
ting. 

Saudi Arabia was represented 
by the director of Petromin. Mr. 
Abdul Hadi Taher. who has min- 
isterial rank and who chaired the 
meeting. 

Iraq. Tunisia, and Oatar were 
represented by lower officials. 

Egypt, suspended from 
OAPEC over Us 1 979 peace tre- 
aty with Israel, was not present. 

OAPEC Secretary General Ali 
Attiga ot Libya told a brief ope- 
ning session that Arab staLes had 
been split for many years but 
OAPEC had always worked to 
resolve its differences.

Contact group harried 

UNITED NATIONS ( R> — The 
United States and four of its allies 
were expected to come under ren- 
ewed pressure in the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council Wednesday to sec- 
ure the long-awaited ind- 
ependence of Namibia (South 
West Africa j from South Africa. 

The so-called contact group, 
which also includes Britain. Can- 
ada. France and West Germany, 
has come in for repeated criticism 
since the Council began a new- 


round of debate on Monday on the 
future of the vast but sparsely- 
populated territory. 

The aim of the debate is to win 
final implementation of a U.N.- 
endorsed independence plan that 
the contact group has been neg- 
otiating with Pretoria since 1978. 

Many of the speakers have sin- 
gled out ihe United Slates for spe- 
cial criticism for trying to make 
Namibian independence dep- 
endent on the withdrawal of 
Cuban troops from neighbouring 
Angola. 

Denunciation of this "linkage" 
has been a common theme of spe- 
eches by .representatives of such 
countries as Zambia. Kenya. Jam- 
aica and Algeria. 

The foreign ministers of both 
Cuba and Angola echoed this view 
when they addressed the Council 
Tuesday. But both also said that, 
once Namibia was independent 
and South African troops could no 
longer use it as a base to threaten 
Angola, the Cuban presence 
would be reviewed. 

Despite that pressure for a set- 
tlement. South Africa told the 
Council Tuesday that the rem- 
aining obstacles were not of its 
making and questioned the imp- 
artiality of the world organisation 
in overseeing a pre-independence 
election. 


3 Singaporeans to be 
hanged for ritual deaths 


SINGAPORE ( R> - A self- 
styled exorcist, his wife and his 
mistress were sentenced to death 
by the Singapore high coun Wed- 
nesday for the black magic-style 
sacrificial killings of two children. 

At the end of the 41 -day trial, 
the court rejected defence picas ol 
diminished responsibility for Adr- 
ian Lim. 41. his wife Tan Mui 
Choo. 2*. and his mistress. Hoe 
Kah Hong. 27. 

They were sentenced to hang 
for killing eight -year-old Agnes 
Ng Sievv Heok and Ghazuli Bin 
Marzuki. in. in early l‘Wl in sac- 
rificial rituals to a Hindu goddess. 
Kali. 


Lim. who says he is a spiritual 
medium, grinned and loudly tha- 
nked the judge after being set- 
enced. Tan and Hoe showed no 
emotion. 

The court was told during the 
trial that the children were dro- 
wned and Agnes sexually ass- 
aulted by Lim before her death. 
The accused later drank the blood 
of their v ict inis as offerings to the 
goddess. 

Defence lawyers S3id they did 
not yet know if they would appeal. 
The defence had earlier submitted 
that Lim and Tan had offered their 
victims to Kali in the hope of rec- 
eiv ing divine favours. 


Photos lead to arrest of 
3 Peruvian Indians 


LIMA ( R 1 — Peru's state pro- 
secutor said three Indian peasants 
had been arrested in connection 
with the murders of eight jou- 
rnalists in the .Andes in January. 

Miguel Cavern told reporters 
Tuesday that the three had been 
identified as pan of a crowd of 
Indians who bludgeoned the jou- 
rnalists io death near the hamlet of 
Uchuraccay. in the Andean pro- 
vince of Avaeucho. 

Photographs taken by one of 
the journalists before the axe and 
machete killings appeared to cast 
doubt on official versions of the’ 
killings, sources ai the state pro- 
secutor's office said. 

A government-appointed 
commission had concluded that 
Ouechua-speaking Indians had 
mistaken their victims for mem- 
bers of the Maoist guerrilla group 
Sendero Luminoso. 

Mr. Cavero said his office would 
also investigate how a roll of film 
taken by one of the murdered jou- 
rnalists had reached a local mag- 


azine which printed photographs 
from it Monday. 

The magazine Caretas. which 
handed over the roll showing pic- 
tures ot the journalists' march to 
Uchuraccay. told the prosecutor's 
office that the film had been pur- 
chased from an unknown person. 

Other rolls found near the site 
of the killing by police had also 
shown peasants tightening their 
circle around the doomed rep- 
oners. 

The photographs seemed to ind- 
icate that the killings were carried 
out deliberately and had been 
premeditated, the sources said. 

Avaeucho province had been 
the scene of bitter fighting bet- 
ween government forces and Mao- 
ist guerrillas. Hundreds of fndians 
are alleged to have been killed in 
Sendero raids. 

Interior Minister Luis Per- 
covich said Monday that 1.1 II 
people had been killed since pol- 
itical violence erupted in Peru's 
central Andes in 19NU. 


U.S., Manila 
said close to 
pact on bases 

MANILA (R) — The Philippines 
and the United States are close to 
concluding a new agreement on 
the American use of two huge mil- 
itary bases north of Manila, inf- 
ormed sources said Wednesday. 

They said informal talks during 
the past few weeks focused on the 
economic support fund, which the 
Philippines describes as rental for 
the bases, credits for arms pur- 
chases and money for "social pro- 
blems." 

These include labour-related 
issues involving Filipinos on the 
bases and the problems caused by 
prostitution and vice in towns near 
the Clark air force and Subic Bay 
naval bases. 

The sources said the first ind- 
ication that they might be winding 
up their talks was a comment by 
President Ferdinand Marcos at 
the weekend that he expected the 
agreement to be updated by the 
end ofthe month. 

The current agreement includes 
a S5W) million package spread 
over five years that allows for S50 
million in outright military grants. 
$250 million in military sales cre- 
dits and S20U million for the eco- 
nomic support fund, which goes 
towards development of areas 
near Clark and Subic Bay. 

fnformed sources said the Phi- 
lippines is irritated by the terms of 
the military credits because they 
limit purchases to U.S. equ- 
ipment. which is understandable, 
but often at rates higher than 
could be obtained elsewhere. 

"It isn't unusual for the Phi- 
lippines to pay a higher rate of 
imerest for drawing from this sales 
credit fund than for loans bor- 
rowed from a U.S. commercial 
bank.” one source said.

Agency for International Dev- 
elopment (AID t insisting on mon- 
itoring how the economic support 
tund is spent. 


Guinean coup 
leader’s safety 
guaranteed 

MADRID (R) — Spanish Foreign 
Minister Fernando Moran rel- 
umed to Madrid Wednesday after 
obtaining guarantees from Equ- 
atorial Guinea's government for 
an alleged leader of a failed coup 
who took refuge in the Spanish 
embassy there. 

Mr. Moran flew to the former 
Spanish colony in West Africa 
Tuesday to meet Presidenr Teo- 1 
doro Obiang Nguema two weeks 
after an abortive coup against his 
four-year rule. 

Spain's charge d'affaires in 
Equatorial Guinea. Norberto Fer- 
rer. told Spanish radio stations 
that Obiang and Moran had agr- 
eed that Sergeant Venancio Mico. 
23. would be handed over to the 
Guinean authorities with gua- 
rantees that he would not be exe- 
cuted or tortured. 

Mico s lawyers would be ass- 
isted by a Spanish attorney and 
embassy officials would have the 
right to visit him in jail and call in a 
doctor to check his physical con- 
dition. \lr. Ferrer added. 

Mr. Moran handed President 
Obiang a letter from Prime Min- 
ister Felipe Gonzalez with ass- 
urances of continued Spanish eco- 
nomic aid for the tiny state. 
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French minister chased 
into embassy by mob 


PARIS (.R) — French Culture 
Minister Jack Lang Wednesday 
condemned student dem- 
onstrators as “fascists using Nazi 
methods" after an attack on his 
car during violent protests against 
university reforms Tuesday. 

Police said they rescued Mr. 
Lang, who is also a university law 
professor, after he took refuge in 
the Upper Volta embassy from 
club-wielding students who amb- 
ushed him in the Latin quarter of 
Paris. He was unhurt but his cha- 
uffer was injured. 

Hundreds of demonstrators ski- 
rmished with riot police around 
the Sorbonne University until the 
early hours after a huge protest 
outside the national assembly 
Tuesday against the reforms. 

The incidents coincided with 
the opening assembly debate on 
the Socialist government's ref- 
orms which are opposed by the 
centre-right opposition parties, 
students and many teachers. 

Faced with at least 1.500 ame- 
ndments to his bill. Education 
Minister Alain Savary decided 
Wednesday to invoke emergency 
procedures which will shorten the 
time available for discussion. 

A ministry spokesman said this 
would ensure that the reforms 
became law by November and 
could be implemented the fol- 
lowing autumn. 

The government says it wants to 


make the universities more res- 
ponsive to the needs of the eco- 
nomy but opponents fear it will 
limit academic freedom and inc- 
rease political control. 

A flamboyant figure in the gov- 
ernment and a close friend of Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand, Mr. 
Lang said the attack on his lim- 
ousine was carried out by dem- 
onstrators "who wanted to cause 
injury." The car was badly dented 
and its rear window smashed. 

The minister took pan in the 
196$ student riots which shook 
the government of the late Pre- 
sident Charles de Gaulle. 

Mr. Lang said Wednesday: 
"We would never have dreamed 
then of attacking a government 
minister. We respected people 
even amid a conflict of ideas." 

Authorities in Paris said 131 
police were injured by stone thr- 
owing demonstrators and that 
almost SO youths were arrested. 
Almost all were later released. 

Clashes also occurred in Bor- 
deaux, where 500 students ere- 
cted barricades, and in Mon- 
tpellier, as well as in the capital. 

Eyewitnesses said, however, 
that security forces appeared to be 
keeping their intervention to a 
minimum in contrast with a con- 
frontation in the Latin quarter two 
weeks ago when scores of police 
and demonstrators were injured. 


Craxi rules out possible 
coalition with communists 


ROME (R) — Italy's socialists 
Wednesday ruled out the pos- 
sibility of forming a coalition gov- 
ernment with the communists 
after elections next month. 

It ended weeks of speculation 
over the party's intentions since it 
forced elections last month by 
withdrawing support from the 
four-party coalition government 
of Amintore Fanfani. 

The rejection came in an edi- 
torial in the party newspaper 
L'avanti. widely attributed to 
party leader Bettioo Craxi. 

Since the idea was first floated 
by party secretary Enrico Ber- 
linguer last March the communists 


have called on the socialists rep- 
eatedly to form a left-wing all- 
iance to end domination of Italian 
politics by the Christian Dem- 
ocrats. 

Mr. Craxi reacted coolly to Mr. 
Berlinguer s initial proposal but a 
meeting lasting several hours bet- 
ween the two leaders recently fue- 
lled speculation that the two par- 
ties were moving closer together 
after years of tension. 

Christian Democratic leaders 
have accused the socialists, who 
command about IU per cent of 
vote, of ambiguity and argued 
were misleading the Italian ele- 
ctorate. 1

Prominent Greeks back Mercouri’s claim 

ATHENS (R> — Five prominent Greeks have backed Culture 
Minister Melina Mercouri's call for Britain to return the Par- 
thenon marbles to Greece. Poet Odysseas Elytis and painter 
Nikos Haizikyriakou-Ghika were among the signatories of a joint 
statement saying: "We hope and pray that the existing obstacles 
will soon be removed so that the marbles of the Parthenon are 
returned to the place where they belong.' 1 Theatrical directors 
Karolos Koon and Nikos Karides. and painter Yanms Moralis 
also signed the statement. Mercouri, a former film actress, is in 
Britain promoting the idea that the marbles should be returned 
from the British Museum in London. 

Turkey sentences 35 Kurds to death 

ANKARA (R) — A Turkish military court has sentenced 35 
Kurds to death and 2s to life imprisonment for establishing a 
Kurdish nationalist movement, the semi-official Anatolian news 
agency said Wednesday. A further 331 people were sentenced to 
between three and 36 years in prison ami 17 m people were acq- 
uitted at the mass trial of membra of the illegal Kurdish Worker* 
Party (PKK> in the southeastern city of Diyarbakir. 

3 jailed for robbing Saudi woman 

LONDON (R) — Three Britons received jong jail sentences for 
stealing jewels worth £2 million (S3.1- million.) from a wealthy 
Saudi Arabian woman. A jury at the Central Criminal Court, 
convicted the men of robbing Sheika Nora Al-Tabishi. 71. at her 
luxury flat in London last August. Stephen Love. 32. une- 
mployed. was jailed for 1$ years. Wayne Llewellyn. 22. and Ajayi 
Davies, 25. also unemployed . were jailed for 16 and 13 years 
respectively. 

Swedish officer held for spying 

STOCKHOLM (R) — Police Wednesday named a Swedish air 
force officer held on suspicion of trying to sell military secrets to 
the Polish embassy as Lt. Col. Bertil Strocberg. head of liaison for 
the air force staff in Stockholm. A foreign ministry spokesman 
■said the Polish embassy contacted Swedish officials in April after 
Stroeberg. 51. tried to sell details of military planning and ins- 
tallations. an offer the Poles regarded as a provocation.
